Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Head Start Expansion 4

and Improvement Act of 2023’’. 5

grants requested by eligible applicants respect to facilities 4

that— 5

‘‘(1) were built before 1970; 6

‘‘(2) have not had a major renovation since its 7

construction 8

‘‘(3) have received 1 or more findings in the 9

safe and clean environments key performance area 10

(KPA); 11

‘‘(4) have hazardous conditions, materials, or 12

equipment that may cause harm to children, fami-13

lies, or staff; 14

‘‘(5) have an environment that is not free of air 15

pollutants, including mold, smoke, lead, pesticides, 16

and herbicides, as well as soil and water pollutants; 17

and 18

‘‘(6) lack preparedness for fire and other emer-19

gencies; 20

‘‘(d) USE OF FUNDS .—Eligible use of grant funds 21

to improve and update Head Start infrastructure in-22

clude— 23

‘‘(1) updates, renovations, and repairs to ad-24

dress structural issues; 25
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‘‘(2) building or acquiring additional classroom 1

space, common areas, play areas; 2

‘‘(3) updating heating, cooling, and ventilation 3

systems; 4

‘‘(4) building and expanding playgrounds and 5

outdoor spaces; 6

‘‘(5) removing, renovating, and acquiring fur-7

nishings; 8

‘‘(6) installing and updating bathroom facilities, 9

including the installation of child-size sinks and toi-10

lets; 11

‘‘(7) reducing or removing toxic industrial com-12

pounds; 13

‘‘(8) updates to safety and emergency prepared-14

ness, such as upgrading sprinkler systems and in-15

stalling emergency lighting; 16

‘‘(9) weatherization; 17

‘‘(10) improvements to water, sewer, and 18

plumbing systems; and 19

‘‘SEC. 460A. LOAN CANCELLATION FOR HEAD START AND 8

EARLY HEAD START CHILDCARE WORKERS. 9

‘‘(a) PROGRAM AUTHORIZED.—The Secretary shall 10

carry cancel the balance of interest, principal, and fees 11

due, in accordance with subsection (b), on any eligible 12

Federal Direct Loan not in default for a borrower who 13

for a 3-year (consecutive or non-consecutive) period after 14

the date of enactment of the Head Start Expansion and 15

Improvement Act of 2023— 16

‘‘(1) has been employed, on a full-time basis, by 17

a Head Start program or an Early Head Start pro-18

gram carried out under the Head Start Act (42 19

U.S.C. 9831 et seq.); and 20

‘‘(2) pursuant to such employment, has pro-21

vided care or instruction to children enrolled in such 22

program. 23

‘‘(b) LOAN CANCELLATION AMOUNT.—After the con-24

clusion of the 3-year period described in subsection (a), 25
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the Secretary shall cancel the obligation to repay the bal-1

ance of principal, interest, and fees due as of the time 2

of such cancellation, on the eligible Federal Direct Loans 3

made to the borrower under this part. 4

‘‘(c) INELIGIBILITY FOR DOUBLE BENEFITS.—No 5

borrower may, for the same service, receive a reduction 6

of loan obligations under both this section and section 7

428J, 455(m), or 460. 8

‘‘(d) APPLICATION.—The Secretary shall develop and 9

make publicly available an application for borrowers who 10

wish to receive loan forgiveness under this section, which 11

shall— 12

‘‘(1) be made readily available for qualifying 13

childcare workers to file for loan forgiveness; and 14

‘‘(2) include any certification requirements that 15

the Secretary determines are necessary to verify 16

qualifying service. 17

‘‘(e) ELIGIBLE FEDERAL DIRECT LOAN DEFINED.— 18

The term ‘eligible Federal Direct Loan’ means a Federal 19

Direct Stafford Loan, Federal Direct PLUS Loan, or 20

Federal Direct Unsubsidized Stafford Loan, or a Federal 21

  (a) Program authorized The Secretary shall carry cancel the balance of interest, principal, and fees due, in accordance with subsection (b), on any eligible Federal Direct Loan not in default for a borrower who for a 3-year (consecutive or non-consecutive) period after the date of enactment of the  Head Start Expansion and Improvement Act of 2023— 
  (1) has been employed, on a full-time basis, by a Head Start program or an Early Head Start program carried out under the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9831 et seq.); and 
  (2) pursuant to such employment, has provided care or instruction to children enrolled in such program. 
  (b) Loan cancellation amount After the conclusion of the 3-year period described in subsection (a), the Secretary shall cancel the obligation to repay the balance of principal, interest, and fees due as of the time of such cancellation, on the eligible Federal Direct Loans made to the borrower under this part. 
  (c) Ineligibility for double benefits No borrower may, for the same service, receive a reduction of loan obligations under both this section and section 428J, 455(m), or 460.  
  (d) Application The Secretary shall develop and make publicly available an application for borrowers who wish to receive loan forgiveness under this section, which shall— 
  (1) be made readily available for qualifying childcare workers to file for loan forgiveness; and 
  (2) include any certification requirements that the Secretary determines are necessary to verify qualifying service. 
  (e) Eligible Federal Direct Loan defined The term  eligible Federal Direct Loan means a Federal Direct Stafford Loan, Federal Direct PLUS Loan, or Federal Direct Unsubsidized Stafford Loan, or a Federal Direct Consolidation Loan.  .

  (1) the gaps between the compensation paid by the respective Head Start agency to its employees and the employee compensation paid by other early childhood education employers in the relevant geographical area, 
  (2) the cost of living in the geographical area in which such agency is located, including median income and housing costs, and 
  (3) the number of employee vacancies of such agency. 
  (c) Use of funds A Head Start agency that receives a grant shall use grant funds to supplement, and not to supplant, the compensation paid to the employees of such agency. 
  (d) Appropriations There is authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section $6,800,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 2025 through 2030.
